Montgomery, Ala, February 16.— 
Scattering returns from forty coun- 
ties in Alabama, including some of 
the largest voting precincts, exclud- 
ing Jefferson county, received here 
| tonight, indicate that the amend- 
i ment to the state constitution, which 
authorizes a bond issue of $25,000,- 
000 for good roads, has been ratified 
by an overwhelming majority. Very 
few precincts in the state have re- 
ported adverse votes on the proposal. 

Returns in sight forecast ratifica- 
tion by at least a four‘to one ma- 
jority. Montgomery county, short 
four small precincts, gave 1,890 for 
and 143 against the amendment. The 
vote in the state will approximate 
75,000. 

At 9:30 tonight figures from forty 
counties, incomplete, give a vote of 
34,053 fer the bond issue and 2,753 
against, telegraphic advices from 
ten other counties without figures 
indicating ratification by over- 
whelming majorities.

[the ratification ¢ _the treaty by 
the senate would "Hot Be éffective 
or binding’ on the United e 
should the president fail to deposit 
the ratification within thirty days 
of its submission to him. Senator 
Lodge has approved the Brandegeée 
resérvation and will support it in 
the senate. 

The announced purposé of the res- 
ervation its to prevent the presidént 
“carrying the resolution of ratifi- 
cation around in his pocket for an 
indefinite period,” 

Some republican senators are held 
to believe that Mr. Wilson might de- 
termine to withhold ratification in- 
définitely. 

Aftermath of Lansing Row. 

In some other quarters the Bran- 
degee reservation was viewed as an 
aftermath of the Lansing incident. 
‘The presidént’s implication that all 
‘executive functions should have been 
‘suspended during the five months 
of his illness ‘was represented as 
the inspiration of the Brandegee 
move, which would be in effect for- 
mal notice to him that the senate 
would not tolerate any such period 
of inactivity relative to the deposit- 
ing of the resolution of ratification. 
It would be a curt statement by the 
senate that executive business could 
not be deferred indefinitely at the 
will of the president. 

Democratic senators contended 
that the reservation could have no 
other purpose than to offer a per- 
sonal affront to the president by 
forcing him into the position of do- 
ing the senate’s bidding within an 
arbitrary time limit. The Brande- 
| gee reservation is certain to raise 
|a storm in the senate. It may lead 
'to extended and perhaps violent de- 
| bate over the Lansing incident. 
| Th constitution fixes no time 
limit in which the president must 
deposit the treaty, and the Brande- 
| gee reservation, coming from irre- 
|concilable opponents of the treaty 
and a consistent critic of the presi- 
dent, was regarded in administra- 
tion circles as an unjustified effort 
'to have the senate do what the 
constitufion does not do. 

Republicans Attack Ledge. 
For the first time since he assumed 


republican leadership in the senate, 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge was 
criticised today in terms tinged with 
satirical bitterness_by a member of 
his own party, speaking in open fo- 
_rum. Senator Medill McCormick, of 
Illinois, an irreconcilable opponent 
of the treaty. opening debate on 
the proposed modifications of the 
Lodge reservations, attacked the re- 
publican I¢gader for attempting to 
“reduce the ‘irreducible minimum,’ ” 
which Mr. Lodge held his reserva- 
tions to be in a statement on No- 
vember 22.

“Hiow can anyone fail to be im- 
pressed by the reactionary manijfes-

“Holland, whose history tells of 
long struggles for liberty, who has 
auffered so grievously through dis- 
regard for justice, could not place 
herself by such a narrow conception 
of her duties outside of the comity 
of nations.

Want the Kaiser Banished. 


‘It is indisputable that the per- 
manent presence of the ex-emperor 
under ineffectual supervision a few 
kilometers’ distance from the Ger- 
man frontier, where he continues 
the center of active and increasing 
intrigue, constitutes for the pow- 
ers, who have made superhuman 
sacrifices to destroy this mortal 
danger, a menace which they can 
not be called upon to accept. The 
rights they possess in virtue of the 
most express principles of the law 
of nations entitles them 
it their duty to take such meas- 
ures as are required for their own 
security. 

“The powers cannot conceal the 
painful impression made upon them 
by the refusal of the Dutch gov- 
ernment to hand over the ex-em- 
peror to them, without any consid- 
eration of the possibility of recon- 
ciling the scruples of Holland with 
some effectual precautionary meas- 
ures to be taken either on the spot 
or by holding the ex-emperor at a 
distance from the scene of his 
crimes, maktng it impossible for 
him to exert his disastrous influ- 
ence in Germany in the future. 

“Although a proposal of this na- 
ture would not correspond fully to 
the request of the powers, it would 
at least have afforded proof of 
these feelings which Holland cannot 
but possess. 

“The powers urge upon the Dutch 
rovernment in the most solemn and 
pressing manner the importance at- 
tachiffe to fresh consideration of the 
question put Wefore her. They de- 
sire that it may be clearly under- 
stood how grave the situation might 
hecome if The Netherlands govern- 
ment were not in a position to give 
those assurances which the safety 
of Europe so timperatively§ de- 
mands.” 


HOLLAND TO OFFER 
TO INTERN KAISER. 


The Hague, February 16.—The 
latest allied note to Holland with 
regard for the extradition of the for- 
mer German emperor reverses the 
original demand for his surrender 
and only asks his internment, with 
the suggestion that the former mon- 
arch be sent, perhaps, to one of the 
Dutch islands in the East Indies, it 
became known today.

Some Bids Withdrawn. 


Bids submitted by the Internation- 
al Mercantile Marine on January 20 
have been withdrawn at the request 
of Mr. Franklin, Chairman Payne 
announced tonight. These bids in- 
cluded one of $28,000,000 for the en- 
tire fleet of thirty vessels and one 
bid of $4,000,000 for the Leviathan. 
Chairman Payne said the other com- 
panies offering bids at that time 
would have the privilege of with- 
drawing theirs. In general the bids 
made today for individual ships 
were much lower than the ones re- 
ceived in January. 

Terms proposed by the bidders 
varied from the regular shipping 
board terms of 25 per cent on de- 
livery and the remainder in five 
years to payments over a period of 
15 years. Conditions made by the 
bidders sovered assurances that the 
shipping board would not compete 
with the lines into which the ships 
were put~and payment of the ex- 
penses of repairing vessels which 
had been in the transport service. 
Commissioner Scott would not bind 
the board not to compete with the 
private lines but declared that the 
bidders would have to trust to the 
government's sense of fair play. 

At the auction tomorrow the 
cream of the former German ships 
will be offered individually, includ- 
ing the Leviathan, Agamemnon, 
Mount Vernon, George ashington, 
Martha Washington, American, Von 
Steuben and DeKalb. 


STRIKERS RETURNING 
TO NEW ORLEANS DOCKS 


New Orleans, February 16,—The 
freight congestion on the river front 
cleared considerably today when 
the Southern Pacific and Southern 
railroads resumed work with a full 
force of freight handlers at their 
docks here and at Chalmette. About 
half the strikers at the docks of the 
Southern railroad returned to work 
and the other men employed are 
non-union men. No strikers re- 
turned at the Southern Pacific docks. 

Striking freight handlers will 
meet Wednesday, according. to lead- 
ers, and vote on the matter of re- 
turning to work. At the public 
docks private contractors are han- | 
dling freight by paying the men a 
scale nearly equal to that demand- 
ed by the strikers, but no work for 
the railroads is being done at the 
public docks. The coastwise long- 
shoremen are still out and there ap- 
pears no prospect of an early set- 
tlement in this strike.

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RADICAL FORCES 
WORKING AS UNIT 


Alleged That by “Inter- 
locking Directorate’ 
They Seek to Control 

| Industry and Destroy 

Government. 


New York, February 16.—Through 
an “interlocking directorate” includ- 
ing not more than 500 persons, the 
radical organizations of the country 
are attempting to gain control of 
American industry and destroy the 
present system of the government, 
John W. Sullivan, former member 
of the war labor board, declared here 
today in an address before a con- 
ference of the National Civic feder- 
ation. The meeting, which was pre- 
sided over by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, was held for the pur- 
pose of considering methods of 
combatting revolutionary activities 
and the upholding of American 
ideals. 

“For the first time the focres which 
seek the destruction of the present 
basis of our . national life have 
achieved something like unity of 
purpose,” Mr. Sullivan said. ‘“‘They 
have cemented this with an _  ex- 
change of personnel among their 
various organizations. There is not 
today so far as can be learned, a 
single conspiracy against America 
which is not in touch with all other 
conspiracies. The malcontents 
have learned the formula which 
made bolshevism in Russia a suc- 
cess: ‘Win first and decide after- 
wards, which of our programs will 
be tried.’ ’”’ 

orces Have Wormed Way. 

“The forces have crept abroad and 
wormed their way into every form 
of organization that might possibly 
be twisted to further their ends. 

“Today, there is a real and prov- 
able communion between disloyalty 
and anarchism. Bolshevism, revolu-, 


wtion of every kind, religious paci- 


fism and many other ‘isms’ and 
there are relations from these, not 
only to disloyalty, but from each to 
each of the others. 

“The poison is at work through- 


out—it is impossiblé as yet to meas- 
ure its effect.” 

Investigation of 125 persons, Mr. 
Sullivan explained, has shown that 
they held memberships in 650 or- 
ganizations or an average of five 
each. One man held seventeen mem- 
berships. The organizations were 
divided into eighteen groups, he 
said, and it was shown that the 
leaders of any one group could reach 
the others through “contacts” rang- 
ing from hundreds into thousands in 
number, 

“The interlockings which have 
been brought about by these plural 
memberships are marvelous,” he 
declared. “The Ford group, for tn- 
Stance, has ramifications reaching 
every one of the seventeen groups 
with 191 separate contacts. The 
union against militarism crowd 
reaches sixteen groups with 211 in- 
dividual contacts. Every group is 
represented among the negro agita- 
tors, and every one among the 
agencies like the Rand school and 
the National Conference of Radical 
Labor, and socialist movements, 
which are unifying the activities of 
the radicals,.”” “~~ 


Gompers Opposes Revolution. 


Improvement of present conditions 
in. America must come by rational 
development and not by revolution, 
Mr. Gompers declared in an address 
in which he pointed out the failure 
of the Russian revolution to ac- 
complish its purpose. 

“It is better to have few mis- 
takes made by the masses,” he add- 
ed, “than to have a wise autocracy, 
for the people learn by their own 
mistakes, but they learn nothing 
from the mistakes of an autocrat.

Just think of it! Perhaps England 
has been tipped off ey Mr. Hoover. 
At any rate— 

The old regime of .“excessive in- 


dividualism,” which has solong been }h 


a prominent feature of British in- 
dustry, is giving way before the new 
situation that has arisen since the 
war. The official encouragement 
which thas been given to the grow- 
ing tendency toward the formation of 
trade associations and eombinations 
is no longer needed. Fearful of the 
pours interests, the committee on 
trusts of the ministry of reconstruc- 
tion has proposed measures to ob- 
viate the disadvantageous features, 
of such combinations; and the gov- 
ernment is planning protective leg- 
islation. 

A report I have before me dis- 
cusses British government policy as 
it has expressed itself in recent, 
pending and proposed legislation, 
particularly withereference to trade- 
marks and patents, anti-dumping 
laws, encouragement of industrial 
research, protection of key indus- 
tries and the :doctrine of imperial 
preference. These policies are, to 
some extent, the outgrowth of the 
shifting of the market for British 
goodsas a result of the war. For- 
merly, western ‘*Euroge was Brit- 
ain’s best export fie%@; but, while 
the need of manufactured goods in 
this market is enormous, until the 
economic situation be@mmes again 
stabilized, western Europe may de 
expected to attract foreign invest- 
ments in preference to foreign 
goods. This makes it necessary for 
to cultivate, to a greater 
extent than ever before, her trade 
with distant parts of her empire, 
and also to extend her trade in 
South America and in the Far East. 

“It is doubtful,” says Trade Com- 
Powell, discussing it, 
“whether the best informed person 
knows to what extent the industries 
of Great Britain are prepared to 
reassert themselves as factors in 
world trade.”

DOES COLIC REALLY HAPPEN? 


Once a dirty practical nurse—I 
medn one of those vastly experi- 
enced old girls whose every case 
multiplies -into forty cases in the 
telliing—faced me across the bed of 
an unfortunate woman whom she 
had infected by unwarranted inter- 
ference and asked me scornfu)ly if 
1 had ever had a case of caked 
breast. and I replied meekly that I 
never had nor had-any such thing 
ever happened ina live patient. 

The dirtier and more ignorant the 
“nurse” the more frequently is the 
infant charged with having colic. 

The more ignorant the patients, 
or the neighbors, or the doctor in 
attendance, if any. the more fre- 
quently is this charge brought 
against the baby. 

‘I assert that at least nine times 
out of ten the infant accused of 
colic is not guilty, and in the tenth 
case there is generally a reasonable 
doubt. 

I assert that the “treatment” in- 
flicted upon. infants tus unpistiy 
accused is usually more harmful 
than neglect would be. 

Your old granny makes her charge 
of eélic on these grounds: (a) A 
young baby, preferably under three 
months old: (b) crying, especially 
at inconvenient moments for gran- 
ny or the neighhors or the parents, 
(c) drawing up the thighs upon the 
abdomen; (d) presenting more or 
less evidence—to granny’s mind—of 
gas in the stomach or bowels. 

I assert that none of these al- 
leged symptoms, nor all of them to- 
gether, can warrant a diagnosis of 
colic. 

TI assert that young babies must 
ery, and cry hard every day in or- 
der to obtain necessary exercise and 
develop the lungs and avoid various 
respiratory diseases. If the young 
baby fails to whoop it up vigorous- 
lv for a while once or twice every 
day (or night if the baby is so in- 
clined) then it is the duty of parent 
or nurse to spank the baby enough 
to induce vigorous crying. 

IT assert that all young babies, if 
they are really alive. draw the 
thighs up against the abdomen in- 
stinctively when crying vigorously, 
irrespective of the cause. 

I assert that the formation of 
more or less gas in the stomach and 
bowel is a perfectly normal physi- 
ological occurrence in every baby, 
and that it is cruel and wrong to 
use this physiological incident for 
the purpose of bolsterine up a de- 
sire to dope the baby with some al- 
leged colic remedy. ; 

The babies of intelligent parents, 
‘in homes where hospital-trained 
nurses are employed and educated 
physicians direct the treatment of 
any ilinegs, colic is seldom men- 
tined, altfough healthy babies cry 
hard enough to win the dangerous 
sympathy of apy old granny nurse.

WILSON DENIES 
MAKING THREAT 
TO THE ALLIES 


Washington, February. 16.—De- 
cided objection to recognition: of a 
settlement of the Adriatic question 
on lings repugnant to those agroed 
upon in the treaty of Versailles and 
not reconcilable with the principles 
embodied in the fourteen points .of 
President Wilson was expressed by 
the United States in the recent note 
to the allied governments, 

The note was not a threat to with- 
draw from participation in Euro- 
pean affairs, it was said officially at 
the white house, but said that this 
country could not be a party to the 
disposition of Fiume ag agreed upon 
by the allied premiers withort con- 
sulting the United States and con- 
sequently would not concern itself 
with the questions involved, includ- 
ing the politing of the Adriatic, if 
the settlement were enforced on the 
government of Jugo-Slavia. 

The next step of the Washingjon 
government waits on the reply of 
the allied prémiers to the American 
note. The interesting suggestion 
was made in official quaters that the 
United States might cease its Eu- 
ropean relief work, which the allies 
have be@n anxious this country 
should continue to keep down un- 
rest, if a modification of the peace 
treaty were put into effect which 
the United States would regard as 
contrary to the principle of self- 
determination. 

Facts Which Influenced. 


The facts which influenced the de- 
partment of state in framing the 
new Amesican note were as follows: 

December 9, last,at am eeting of 
the supreme council in Paris, a ‘set- 
tlement of the Adriatic question was 
agreed upon, which, to become. ef- 
fective, required acceptance by both 
the Italian and the Jugo-8lav gov- 
ernments. The basis of this; in 
brief, was the creation of a buffer 
state of Fiume and adjacent terri« 
tory, and America, as represented 
by Under-Secretary Polk, was party 
to the agreement. 

After the withdrawal from Europe 
of the American peace commission- 
ers, and while the Adriatic issue 
was still a subject of discussion be- 
tween the principals, a meeting was 
held in London of the entente pre- 
mires, Lloyd-George, Clemenceau and 
Nitti, and an entirely new plan was 
drawn up without participation by 
America, and forwarded in the shape 
of an ultimatum to the Jugo-Slav 
government. The basis of tihs was 
the recognition of Italy’s title to 
mtuch of the eastern coast of the 
Adriatic and Dalmatia. and there 
were other substantial additions to 
Italian claims which did not agree 
in principle with the original under- 
standings. The latest American 
note was in the nature of a protest 
against this method of procedure. 
it was not an ultimatum or therat, 
but pointed out hat if persisted in, 
this would leave the United States 
in the position of being expected to 
ratifv a treaty which confirmed 
boundary lines beyond readjustment 
which it already had declared to be 
wrong. And, furthermore, it was 
recalled that this latest move had 
been made by the premiers without 
consultation or advice from the 
Washington government, though 
this country would be bound to 
abide by the results should it ratify 
the treaty.

To Withdraw Naval Forces. 
All that the United States govern- 


resentations are ignored, will be, 
The Constitution learns, to with- 
draw American naval forces now in 
the Adriatic under the agreement 
entered into in November, 1918, be- 
tween Great Britain, France, Italy 
and the United States. Admiral W. 
S. Benson, chief of naval operations 
during the war, called at the white 
house today and, it is understood, 
explained to the president personal- 
ly the past and present of our naval 
activities in the waters adjacent to 
Fiume. 

A considerable force is still on the 
scene. It consists of roundly 2,500 of- 
ficersand men, commanded by Rear 
Admiral Philip Andrews, and in- 
cludes the flagship Pilitsburg and 
several destroyers:and minor craft, 
besides two ex-Austro-Hungarian 
dreadnaughts, Radetski and Zryni, 
and two. ex-Austro-Hungafian de- 
stroyers. American crews of 300 
men are on eaoh of the former ene- 
my battleships, which are first- 
class, triple-turreted, big-gun ves- 
sels. Read Admiral Andrews, who 
succeeded Rear Admiral Niblack as 
commander in chief of our Adriatic 
forces, is based on Spalato, in the 
so-called American zone, which ex- 
tends for about 100 miles along the 
eastern coast of the Adriatic from 
Cape Planca to Guippiana island, 
This zone was assigned to the 
United States navy by the “naval 
committee of .the Adriatic,” which 


met at Rome on November 24, 1918, 


and divided the ex-enemy coast into 
four Zones between British, French, 
Italian and American fleets The 
allie@ fleets were to patrol and oc- 
cupy the coast for the purpose of 
inventorying ex-Austro-Hungarian 
property and administering it dur- 
ing the armistice and pending final 
disposal by the peace conference. 


Allies Control Coast. 


Under the Rome agreement, the 
British were charged with the exe- 
cution of the armistice at Fiume, 
the Italians at Pola and the French 
at Cattaro and in the respective 
regions adjacent. 

Before andduring the early days 
of the armistice, the Italians took 
possession of the northern portion 
of Dalmatia, which the pact of Lon- 
don assigned to Italy, but which 
pact the United States has always 
refused to recognize. Although

It 
is such an arbitrament that Presi- 
dent Wilson, by his stern reminder 
to the allies, desires to avert.

From the outset of the con- 
troversy a year and a half ago the 
Italian attitude has been such as to 
indicate that Italy was determined,

“At the moment when democrats 
at the other end of the avenue and 
at the other end of the capitol have 
broken the leash which bound them 
to the white house, republicans here, 
or some, of them, seem to be coming 
to heel. The drama is in so vasta 
scale that this cosmic comedy is 
played in Washington, when trage- 
dy moves the figures upon the stage 
in Europe. Here, still dissembling 
its character, still masking its fea- 
tures, still moving before the pre- 
tense that it promises peace, sen- 
ators propose to ratify the treaty 
and at the very moment when tha 
horrid and spectral truth has ap- 
peared in Europe, to compel the af- 
frighted people to cry out for re- 
vision. In the very hour when the 
leader of the majority and the ma- 
jority in the senate are about to be 
justified by.events, it is proposed 
that they shall yield the safeguards 
to American peace and honor. 

“IT speak not only of what has 
been written or uttered by. French 
and British statesmen and  pub- 
licists, by Robert Cecil, by Yves 
Guyet, by Alexander Ribot, and by 
Lord Grey, in justification of the 
reservations already adopted by the 
senate. I do'not speak of the in- 
dorsement of Lord Grey’s letter by 
the British secretary for foreign af- 
fairs. The readiness of the Euro- 
pean powers, thus proclaimed, to 
accept the Lodge regervations as 
adopted by the senat¢, is important, 
but immeasurably less important 
than the irrefutabla condemnation 
of the “world settJement” spoken 
by the facts now ho longer to be 
concealed. Despite distortion by of- 
ficials, despite difficulty of travel 
and trouble in transmission, despite 
censors, the news comes hither 
from Asia and from central Europe 
that the peace, the “world settle- 
ment” cannot last. Its terms cans 
not be enforced. They cannot be 
met, 


Giving Lie to Our Pledges. 


“For one, I do not condemn them, 
because they give the lie to our 
pledges, because they imply tyranny 
and not democracy, because they 
violate the principles which we hold 
dear. I have no word to say against 
them now because they are repug- 
nant to justice and to the precepts 
of the Christ, to whose teachings 
we Americans subscribe, whether 
Jews or Gentiles. It is because the 
terms of the peace injure conqueror 
and conquered; it is because they 
spell ruin rather than regeneration; 
it is because they rivet the chains 
of subject Asia; it is because they 
make certain for the future, not 
peace, but war, there now goes up 
from the enlightenéd souls in Eu- 
rope the cry for their revision. It 
is not mercy or justice, but truth 
and wisdom, which most loudly con- 
demns the treaty. The voice of 
truth could not be drowned, even 
by the cries of the horde of paid 
proselytizers of a false peace. Mis- 
leading others, among these there 
were many, doubtless themselves 


and of abuse which was rained upon 
those who dared to criticise the 
treaty it was hard for the people to 
catch the truth.” 

After flinging at Senator Lodge 
the words of Webster in opposition 
to any compromise of the princi- 
ples of the constitution, Senator Mc- 
Cormick concluded: 

“A greater danger than Webster 
faced, calls us to duty. Let us for- 
tify ourselves against acrid passion, 
misungerstanding and greed. Let 
us arm ourselves with good con- 
science and calm reason. Let us 
be steadfast, or little children who 
now play about our knees, may hate 
our memories, believing that as we 
sought their fathers’ and mothers’ 
suffrage, we dug the graves of their 
unborn sons.” 

Compromise In Doldrums. 

When the debate was reopened 
the private negotiations for a com- 
promise apparently passed into the 
doldrums and some of the treaty’s 
most active friends on both sides 
of the chamber predicted there prob- 
able would be no settlement until 
discussion on the floor had spent 
itself. The negotiations are expected 
to continue. however, and some 
senators believe they may yet bring 
an agreement that will permit rati- 
fication,

HAVE BEEN LIFTED 
IN 460 U. S. CITIES 


Chicago, February 16.—Street car 


fares int 460 cities throughout the 
country have been increased, ac- 
cording to figures given out today 
| by the Illinois committee of public 
‘utility information, which attributed 
' the advances directly to high mate- 
rial and labor costs. _In fifty-nine 
cities ten-cent fares are being/paid, 
the report said. 

As an indication of the “financial 
plight” of the electric street rail- 
way industry, the ocmmittee assert- 
ed that in 1919 forty-eight 
panies, with a total of 3,781 miles 
of track, went into the hands of re- 
ceivers, while during the past 
three years 98 companies represent- 
ing approximately one-sixth of the 
entire mileage of the country had 
become involved in bankruptcy 
courts. 

Massachusetts led in the number 
of cities in which fares have een 
increased to 10 cents, with a total 
of 37, and Pennsylvania was second 
with 14 cities paying this maximum, 
according to the report. 

Twenty-one cities “have §8-cent 
fares; 21 have 7-cent fares, with 1 
cent additional for transfer; 118 
have 7-cent fares; 10 have 6-cent 
fares, city zones, 6-cent outside 
zones with a 2-cent transfer charge, 
and 158 are paying straight 6-cent 
fares. The remaindér of the 460 
cities were classified as operating 
on a zone basis, with rates ranging 
from 5 cents upward.

Paris, Fehruary 16.—Bolshevik 
miktary leaders are taking advan- 
tage ot the cold, clear weather to 
improve their sitions along the 
Polish battle front, accerding to 
advices received here. The princi- 
pal point of epncentration on the 
northern front is near Smolensk. In 
two other districts—near Gomel, in

Direct communication between 
Smolensk, Gomel and Kiev is im- 
possible, as no railroad parallels the

New York, February 16.—Rejec-

DEALERS OF BERLIN 
SELL STOLEN ART 


(The Constitution—Londeon Times—Philadeiphia

Paris, February 16.—Considerable 
trade is being carried on by Berlin 
antique dealers in pictures, curios 
and objects of art stolen from the 
invaded regions of France. Although 
the treaty of Versailles provides for 
the return of all loot, and although 
a French commission was appoint- 
ed to look after the restitution of 
these valuables, a French newspa- 
per representative managed to find 
in Berlin a considerable number 
of pictures which had been ravaged 
from chateaus in northern France.
